way. The wind was alwost a complete 
mystery until aeronauts began to make 
close acquaintgnce with, its strange 
moods and vagaries. The startling ex- 
Periences of aviators buve stimulated 
the anemometrists—i. e, the wind 
mMensurers—to . fresh Investigations, 
which bave had surprising results 

Consider, fur instance, these things 
which have been found out by the 
‘Aerotechnic institute of the University 
of Paris: 

If two anemometers (wind measur- 
ers? are placed side by side about sev- 
éenty-two feet above the ground when a 
wind of from thirty-three to forty- 
eight fect per second is blowing -he 


; Most remarkable differences in the ve- 
j locity of the wind are observed. If the 
| 2nemometery are only te. Inches ay art 


both usually. show nearly. the sa ‘e 
wind velocity, but if the distance be- 


ty-two Inches one will sometimes show _ 
o wind velocity of ten feet per second 
more rapid than that shown by the 
other... But this difference lasts ‘only 
for-an iustant. If the distance be 
tween the anemometers is increased to 
twenty-three or twenty-four feet, the 
usual length of an acroplane, the dif- 
ferences in the velocity of the wind 
shown by them are occasionally enor- 
mous, but of very brief duration. This 
must clearly produce a racking effect 
upon ap aeroplane, which may be dis- 
astrous,¢for one end uf it may for a 
second or so experience a resistance 
double that felt-at the other end. 


But this 1s by no means all. Notonly — 


does the wind vary in this capricious 
fashion at places a few feet or a few 
yards apart, but it varies with equal 
violence and suddenness at the same 
polut, as is ~roved by fixing a single 
anemometer at a beight of seventy- 
five or eighty feet above the ground 
and observing the successive changes 
in tts indications of velocity. Thus it 
has been forud that a wind whose av- 
erage velocity was about thirty-eight 
fect per second maintained that ve- 
locity for as much as ten successive 
scconds and then in a second and a 
half dropped. to less than fourteen feet 
per secona, which it maintained during 
two seconds, after which '» the course 
of balf a second it sprang up to a ve- 
locity of fift} feet per second! It main- 


| tained the last mentioned velocity for 


4 


only a single second. 

In auother case the velocity of the 
wind rose {n three-quarters of a second 
from twenty-six and one-quarter feet 
to fifty-seven aud one-half feet per sec- 
ond. 

Considering these facts, it Is no won- 
der that aviators meet with -strange 
accidents by running into what they 
call “holes In the air,” for the sustain- 
ing force of the air, on account of the 
sudden variations of the wind, may 
almost instantly lose half its yalue and 
then with equal suddenness recover, or 
more than recover, its former power. 
Such things enabie any one to under- 
stand the peculiar perils that the avia- 
tor has to face. Even ordinary mortals 
know that the wind is capricious, but 
to the navigator of the air it becomes 
sometimes a very demon, or a legion 
of demons, whose eccentric gambolings 
are as uncontrollable as they are unex- 
pected. 

It took thousands of years for sea- 
men to learn how to face with un- 
flinching hearts the vagaries of the 
ocean waves and currents and for. 
shipbuilders to devise vessels that 
could defy them, but it seems likely 
that we in a few decades shall huve 
mastered the.caprices of the atmos- 


|, phere and bave produced airships that . 


{ will safely ride the wildest wind. 

It is the advance of science that has 
given us the great advantage which we 
possess over our predecessors in over- 
coming nature's -obstacles,—but—ta- 
increase of knowledge would not have 
served us if there hind been d.vrease 
of courage.

pioneer railway promotor of Ontario, 
was born in England in 1803, his se- 
cond name, Chase, being the name of 
his mother’s family. She was a niece 
of Sir Thomas Chase, and a relative 
of the Marquis of Salisbury. In 1828, 
when twenty-eight years of age, 
young Capreol was sent out to Canada 
,to assist in settling up the affairs of 
the Northwest Fur Company, which 
was being amalgamated with the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. 

To Mr. Capredl is due the honor of 
having planned and promoted the 
first steam railway in the upper pro- 


vince. His plan was to connect Lake . 


Ontario at Toronto with Lake Huron, 
by means of a railway, and at the 
same time open up the country north 
of Toronto, and especially the district 
around Lake Simcoe, 

It was a’ gigantic undertaking 
for the time, and the first obstacle 
that Had to be overcome was lack 
of the necessary funds. Mr. Capreol’s 


first pla: was ingenious, if not par-. 


ticularly sound. It was a lottery. 
His scheme Was to raise the neces- 
sary funds in this highly speculative 


. manner, the proceeds from th? sale 


of the lottery tickets to be used in 
purchasing 190,000 acres of land 
along the line of the projected rail- 
way, the idea being that the profits to 
be derived from the sale of the land 
would be sufficient to pay for the 
whole construction of the road. By 
some, the plan was viewed with dis- 
trust, and by others it was condemned 
as being a gambling scheme and, 
therefore, immoral. As a consequence

of this distrust and opposition it fell | 


through. 


Defeated in his first attempt, Mr. - 


Capreol did not give up in despair. 
He simply changed his course, and 
adopted the plan that has been fol- 
lowed by almost every railway pro- 
moter since. He set to work and or- 
ganized a company. In 1849 this com- 
pany was incorporated and granted 
a charter by the Legislature of Unit- 
ed Canada, but the Earl of Elgin, the 
Governor-General of that time, re- 
served the bill for the Queen’s as- 
sent. It, therefore, had to be sent to 
London, England, a proceeding that 
required considerable time in those 
days of slow ships. : 

When this new and apparently seri- 
ous difficulty was thrown in his way, 
people began to.call the promotor of 
the company “Mad Capreol.” But 
neither the difficulties of the situa- 
tion nor the jeers of his neighbors 
daunted the enterprising and ener- 


fetic man. He decided to go to Lon-— 


don also, ané plead in person the 
cause of his railway. charter. His 
efforts were crowned with success. 
The royal assen: was given to the 
bill on August 28, 1849, and within 
seven weeks after setting out from 
Toronto, Capreol was back with his 
railway charter in his p et.
